The Stealing Hegaa Ten Years Ago.

It was made perfectly clear at the hearing
thnt Lucus begun his stealing n= far back us

deuth. There i= no doubt that Marsh has
fled, and bis wife has probably joined him.
A visit to his beantiful residence at Ridley
Park to-night elicited the fact thut he has
not been seen there since Saturday and that
his wife left on Monday, und her own mother
declared to-night that ahe did not know the
whercabouts of either Marsh or his wife,

Willinm . Wunamaker, one of Marsh's
bondsmen, roturned from Chicago this even-
ing and kuew nothing of Muarsh's disappear-
ance until told by some of his frlends ut the
Brond street stution. When asked by a re-
porter his opinion of the Keystone Presi-
dent’s flight, Mr. Wanamnker replied: “1 do
not know what to make of it. I am very
much surprised. I had all the confidence in
the worlil in the man.”

“Will yoit endeavor to capture him?® was
nskoed,

“Ves. 1 am making every effort in my
powertohave biim apprehended and brought
ok, I will leave nothing undone to seoure
this end and see that he is given his just
dnes. My flrst uct npon my arrival home
was to put seveml! detectives npon the track
of the fogitive.

Statement of Treasurer Bardsley.

ITATA MAY SURRENDER.

IT“WOULD BE SHREWD POLICY AFTER
DELIVERING HER CARGO.

No Negotiations With That End in View
Have Taken Place—An Engineer For-
merly on the Fugitive Vessel Describes
Her Northward Craise. »

Wasurxerox, May 2L—The Paris dispatch
elating that the Itata is to be peaceably sur-4
remdered to the United States by the insur-
gents upon her arrivil in Chile, wasshown to
the offieisls of the Navy and State Depart
ments to-day, tut one and nll decline to dis-
cuss the matter publicly. Nevertheless, it
can be stated positively that there have
been no negotiations as reported between
the Insurgent agents in France or elsewhere
and this Government respecting the Itata.

There 14 reason to believe that this Govern-
ment expects the -Itata will be peace-
ably surrendered tothe United States by the
insnrgents when she reaches Chile, but that
when she is surrendered the vessel will be
fonnd to have discharged her arms and
munitions of wor. It is surmised that if the

Itata did not plnce her arms aboard the

Esmeralda, the Intter ‘Pu'nllnbly arrunged a

rendezvous for her and one of the insargent

ships at Tquique so as to admit of the truns-
fer at some specified point at sea.

The sarrender of the Itata might o to
be a stroke of good pgllny for the insurgents,

particul after t “f have secured her
stores. The object of libeling the ship in
California was to determine whether she

had violated the neutrality laws. If she
stands trinl on that echarge the status of
the insurgents must be  judiciall
determined ns a preliminary. If it {=
held that they are bel t=, necmdinf to
the definition of international law,
the insurgents will have realized @ substan-
tinl ndvan y and what they risk is loss by
forfeiture of an mnn?‘ veesel.
